AUID LANDS. 


The Argument for And Agalnit Their 


Cession to th« 8tatei. 


The Majority and Minority repoitf on 


the bill to cede the arid lands to the several 
States and Territories have been submitted 


it ia prreumptively interested only t3 tbe 
extent ibat actual bona fide settlers may be 
accommodated. It ia not supposed that it 
wants to retain them in order that they 
may be donated to corporations, or given 
away as subsidies. Enough of that has 
tlreedy been done, The system in th* 


to Congress. The reports are long aud ) past has not escaped severe aeannre. 
fairly cover the aronuJ;the one ibowiog all 
that could bo said in favor of tbe bill and 
tbe other a part of what con! 3 be said 
against it. 
From tbe majority report, 


which ii tbe most exhaustive of the two, 
tbe following eztracti are taken : 


THK ABEA O? THE ARID KEOION. 


Acooiding to estimates of tbe Govern- 


ment officials of the arid region, including 
•emi-arid plains, embraces 1,340,000 square 
miles. 
Of this about ooe-fourth lies in 


tbe great plains region east of tbe Kooky 
Mountain*, which U principally arable 
land. Another fourth is- embraced in the 
Rooky Monntain belt, tot more than one- 
third of which li arable; three-eighths lie 
in tbe great basin and plateau of the Rio 
Grande, between tbe Hooky Mountains 
and Sierra Nevada, 
about 
one-half of 


which is arable; while tbe remaining one- 
eighth is embraced in tbe ranges of tbe 
Sierras and is in the main rocky and un- 
susceptible of cultivation. It ia estimated 
that about one-fourth of the arid region is 
composed of rooky or mountainous or non- 
arable land. 


•WHAT CAN BE REDEEMED. 


Major Powell, Director of the Geologi- 


cal Survey, bis expressed the opinion that 
100,000,000 acres of this arid region oan 
be redeemed by irrigation, through the 
utilization of stream waters Mr. Newell, as 
shown in the census bulletin,estimates that 
70,000 acres of laud are now u-riga'ed in 
Bemi-arid plains regions and that about 
4,000,000 acrea are irrigated in the arid 
region proper. 
It cannot be stated with 


acy accuracy what amount of irrigable 
land! yet remain unreclaimed. 


The greater portion of land proposed by 


tbe bi'l to be ceded ia in its present condi- 
tion of little practical value, bnt is capable 
of being appreciated beyond computation 
by tbe process ot irrigation. Bnt to ac- 
complish its reclamation and development 
[1 will roqnirp a long time of car-ful treat- 
ment and a great expenditure of motey. 


1UK DEMAND 1MB EOXIK9. 


It is now comparatively an nr'ut waste, 


forbidiug 
to the 
Lome-seeker, though 


raoght with untoM possibilities of our 
mighty civilization. The demand of onr 
urge and constantly increasing population 
or homes and the necessary development 
of its latent though inoalcul ible resources, 
cries out fur tbe redemption from iti now 
unprofitable conditio-. It is cot in keep- 
ng with tho progrtes of tie nee, tbe 
jrowth and the dignity of our country, 
aod the wants of onr people that it should 
romjio in its present unproductive condi- 


ou. It niUHt be rendered habitable. 
It 


cannot and ought not remain a perpeptual 
wilderness and destitute ot useful results. 
Either tbe United States mast sooner or 
ater accomplish 
>t.-< reclamation by direct 


appropriations from tho Fcdsral Treasury, 
ty the construction of irrigation works 
md the operation of maniJol 1 agencies for 
ts development, or failing so to do, it 
mus1 leave to tbe States and Territories 
witbiu which it is embraced in their own 
way to work out that salvation which is 
>oisible. 


THE CHEAT COST.' 


If the Federal Government is to do this 


work, it may well take notice that tbe 
ultimate demands npon its Treasury will 
is enormous, far beyond any present ac- 
curate calculation, but certainly at aa ei< 
>ense greater tban it has ever encountered 
yet for any specified object for tnterna- 
ional improvement, reaching even billions 
of dollars. Nor can tbe point be over- 
ooked and ignored that if the National 
Government shall undertake the execution 
of this immense enterprise, ii must per- 
form that function in an impartial and 
comprehensive manner. It cannot afford 
to lavish its expenditures on any favored 
locality, but it will be constrained in nil 
fairness and propriety to treat distinct 
special and local problems of reclamation 
in a suitable way whore they may arise as 
well in one State or Territory as ia an- 
other. 
To do all that will be expected of 


it, and that the exigencies will require, will 
be simply impossible of accomplishment, 
nor is it bilieved that tbe taxpayers of 
country remote from the arid region will be 
induced to consent to the outlay necessary 
for each purposes? 


THE GBKATNE84 01' THE WOBE. 


When -the magnitude and far-r«aohing 


consequences of snob, a proposition 
are 


considered and understood in all their 
phases, it is reasonable to assume that 
thoughtful, prudent and economic men will 
conclude that the General Government, 
essaying that object has a work upon its 
hands from which it may well pray deliv- 
erance; and if that deliverance csu be 
made in a manner ooosistant with sound 
public policy, just to tbe whole people, 
advantageous to the people most directly 
concerned, and upon tbeir voluntary ac- 
ceptance of the burden and assumption of 
the responsibility involved, why should tbe 
Government desire to longer retain pro- 
prietorship of this arid region? Why, -for 
that matter, should it now have a vast do- 
main of unappropriated public land?

THE JPEOPMS WILL ACCEPT THE TRUST, 
We have been forcibly impressed with 


the conviction that suitable legislation upon 
this nnbj-«t is imperatively demanded and 
cannot well be longer postponed. That 
this policy will ultimately prevail we oon- 
adently predict. 
Can the States and Ter- 


ritoriss udminUter tbe trust which it is 
proposed to commit to their hands, and 
will they do to wisely aid well? It is not 
oontemplatod that a burden shall be forced 
upon tbrm. 
The voluntary acceptance 


must precede actual cession. It will be 
left to them in their own sovereign capacity 
to determine for themselves as to whether 
they will receive the grant. 
We are led In 


believe that they will accept it with condi- 
tions and reservations defined and stipu- 
lated. The Wester* people almost with 


1 one accord hove united in asking this ces 
sioo. They hare signified their purpose 
and desire, through legislative rur-morials 
through the expression of large and repre- 
sentative conventions, through resolutions 
of the great Irrigation Congress held at Sal 
Lake City ia last September, composed o! 
delegates from ten States end two Terri- 
tories, and through numerous petitions 
from different parts of the country. That 
they are in earnest about the matter there 
seems to be no room for doubt. 
If State 


Legislatures are accessible to corrupt com- 
passinga the responsibility will rest upon 
the people who choose them. If 
the 


voters of the States can make a wise s lec- 
tion in the case o£ members of Con 
green, no reason ia perceived why they oan- 
not exercise tbe same judgment iu tbe 
election of a State Legislature. 


THE MINOBITT I1EPOET. 


The views of the minority report are as 


follows: 


The proposition of the majority of the 


committee is to cede to the several Stttes 
and Territories wher in it is situated, all 
that part of the remaining public domain 
known as arid lands. No sufficient reason 
in the judgment of the minority ia given 
why such a radical change from tbe well- 
known and well-deQned path of tbe past 
should be taken in the disposition of so 
great a part of what remains of onr public 
lands, the common heritage of all the peo- 
ple alike, and we are, therefore, con- 
strained to dissent from the views of the 
majority, and oppose tin passage of the 
biH repotted. 


THE PDBLIO DOMAIN. 


Of public domain there yet remains un- 


disposed of, according to the report of the 
Commissioner of the General Laud Office 
for the year 1891, 579,664,683 acres. It is 
proposed by the bill reported to make an 
absolute cession of all these lands to tbe 
several States and Territories wherein it is 
situated, viz , "to Nebraska, Nevada, South 
Dakota, North Dakota, Montana, Washing- 
ton, Oregon, Wyoming, Idaho, Colora'do, 
Kansas, California and the Territories of 
New Mexico, Arizona, Oklahoma and Utah. 
With these exceptions this Act shall in no 
manner affect any of the lands held by tbe 
United States for parks, naval, military or 
other public purposes; nor any Indian 
lands held in trust for, or for use by In- 
dians; nor mineral lands; uor shall it ap- 
ply in auy manner to tbe Territory of 
Alaska." 


•WHAT ABE UINERiL LANDS? 


It will be seen that tbe principal excep- 


tion made in the cession are mineral lands. 
Now what are mineral lands and where are 
they? What are mineral lands to-day may 
soon cease to be such by reason of the ex- 
haustion of their products and as soon as 
their treasures have been exhausted they 
are at once abandoned, and the State or 
Territory, wherein these now known min- 
eral lands lie, will have to make an accept- 
ance of them by the Act of their respective 
Legislatures, or they will revert back to 
the General Government ugaij. 
What are 


not thought to be mineral lands to-day may 
to-morrow prove rich in mineral deposits 
by discovery, so that by the reservation of 
mineral lands in this bill at onceth* doors 
are open to never ending disputes and con- 
tentions between the Government and State 
or Territory wherein these newly discov- 
ered mineral lands lie, as to their owner- 
ship. We thick that bdfore tbe whole- 
sale and radical disposition by gift of the 
people's natural heritage is made, cool aud 
deliberate thought should be had. 


ANOTHER VEXATIOUS JOINT. 


The passage of this bill creates another 


equally com plicated and vexatious question, 
and probably a very expensive one. It is 
tacitly admitted that not all of onr remain- 
ing public domain is arid and unfit (or cul- 
tivation without irrigation. 
Tbe arid re 


gion has by no means been strictly defined 
so that Congress will know how much it 
has given, nor will any Stale or Territory 
know bow much has been ueeded to it, so 
that once there arises a complication of 
facts and dispute, which to settle will re 
quire time and a vast expenditure ol 
money, both by the Government and the 
contending State or Territoy. It will also 
be seen that the bill attempts to couple with 
a gift a limitation or restriction, that no 
State or Territory accepting the cession 


[can be suitably settled and occupied, and | "shall in any case sell, leas* or dispose ol 


said lands in greater qaanties than 160 
gores to eny one person, corporation or 
association, etc.," with DO kiud of forfeit- 
ure for any violation. Now, after tbe ces- 
sion is made and accepted by the several 
Slates and Teiritories the title of the land 
passes from the donor aud vests io the 
donee, as goon aa accepted, and the Gov- 
ernment has no further claim or control 
over it, and cannot prevent the Bate of 
every acre of land to one man, except in 
'he action of Territorial Legislatures. Our 
experience ia the past under similar grants 
have taught as that such is not impossible. 


ANOTHER 
OBJECTION. 


The minority opposes the passage of tbe 


bill for another retsor. Tbe bill, it will 
be Seen, proposes to dispose of about one- 
half of the remaining public domain, ex- 
cept Alaska, for it will be borne in mind 
that we have remaining but 579,664,683 
acres, exclusive of the Cherokee Strip and 
Home other Indian lands now ia dispute, 
and the estimated area of arid lauds ia 
977,935,310 acres, and the extent ot the 
cession by the bill will change entirely tbe 
heretofore satisfactory management of oar 
public lands in the United States. It is 
tine, as contended by some, that in the 
management of our public lands in the 
past, by the Government, some frauds and 
abuses have been indulged in, but will yon 
better its management by transferring it to 
tbe States and Territories? 
Will you not 


multiply the opportunities of land grab- 
bers by every division yon mvke of con 
trolling the power over public lands?
